In sh arp co ntrast to th at fu ro r o f 27 y ears 
ago . th is y ear President Jo h nso n’s Th anksgiv ing 
pro clamatio n receiv ed scant attentio n as peo ple 
already were deeply engro ssed in Ch ristmas 
preparatio ns 


BACK IN 1939 th is co u ntry was emerging 
fro m th e Great Depressio n and Th anksgiv ing 
day was adv anced in h o pes th at an ex tra weeV 
o f Ch ristmas sh o pping wo uld speed th e co u ntry 's 
eco no mic reco v ery . Th is y ear th is natio n is 
ex periencing its greatest pro sperity 
and th e 
early sh o pping pro mo tio ns emph asized early 
mailing th at o u r serv icemen in Vietnam and 
o th er U.S. o u tpo sts aro u nd th e wo rld wo uld be 
remembered o n Ch ristmas day . 
Th e great o u tpo u ring o f gift3 to o u r serv ice­ 
men and wo men is a fine tribu te to o u r gen­ 
ero sity and co ncern fo r th o se wh o are serv ­ 
ing o u r co u ntry . It’s th e du ty o f ex ch anging 
gifts h ere at h o me th at h as beco me o nero us, 
defeating th e prime o bjectiv e o f th e message 
o f peace and go o d will. 
In a co mpetitiv e civ ilizatio n it’s u nderstand­ 
able th at su rv iv al is th e watch wo rd o f m er­ 
ch ants as well as all bu siness and indu stry . 
Th e sto rekeeper mu st take ev ery o ppo rtu nity 
to increase sales especially in perio ds o f in­ 
flatio n Ho w'ev er, th e fetish o f co mmercialism 


h as made many clergy men and o th er ch u rch 
leaders mo u rn lo ss o f th e spiritu al significance 
o f Ch ristmas. 
Increasing nu mbers o f o th ers also resent th e 
trend to earlier and ev er earlier Ch ristmas 
preparatio ns. It’s a resentmenT th at is epi- 
to med in a recent co lu mn by Hal Bo y le, Asso ­ 
ciated Press writer wh o qu o ted a New Yo rk 
tax i driv er as co mmenting: “Th e tro u ble with 
Ch ristmas any mo re is th at by th e time it 
gets h ere it’s stale already .” 


IN THE LIGHT o f its pagan h eritage, it’s 
no t su rprising th at Ch ristmas celebratio ns h av e 
beco me wh at th ey are. It was *h e Ch urch at 
Ro me itself th at admitted to th e celebratio n 
v ast and v aried asso rtment o f practices enjo y ed 
by h eath en peo ples. 
Ch ristmas didn’t figu re at all in th e early 
ch u rch festiv als. Wh en th e new religio n w-as 
taking fo rm little impo rtance was attach ed to 
th e day o f Ch rist's birth and no th ing in th e 
Go spels giv es any clu e to th e day o r ev en 
th e y ear o f th e nativ ity . 
Th eo lo gians in th e seco nd centu ry A D de­ 
v o ted mu ch effo rt to ward determining th e birth ­ 
day o f Jesu s bu t th eir calcu latio ns were as 
far spread as Mav 20. April 19. March 28 
and sev eral o th er dates. 
Finally in 440 A.D. after Ch ristians in West­ 
ern Eu ro pe h ad been celebrating Dec. 25 as 
th e birth o f Ch rist fo r nearly a centu ry , th e 
date was made o fficial by th e Ch urch 
Th e seaso n ch o sen fo r Ch ristmas co incided 
with ancient pagan celebratio ns th at date back 
far bey o nd Ch ristianity itself. Dec. 25 was th e 
date o f th e winter so lstice o n th e Ju lian cal­ 
endar and was celebrated with feasting fo r th e 
ending o f lo ng winter nigh ts and pro mise o f 
lo nger day s. Th o ugh ts tu rned jo y fully to th e 
co ming o f spring and th e rebirth o f life in 
natu re. Th e sy mbo lism also seemed appro pri­ 
ate to th e ch u rch leaders as representing birth 
o f th e sav io r o f th e wo rld. Wh en th e ch ange

Th e h o liday ev entu ally became little mo re 
th an th e o ld pagan midwinter festiv al with 
no inkling o f th e religio us significance. 
By th e middle o f th e 17 th centu ry wh en th e 
Pu ritan Oliv er Cro mwell o v erth rew' th e mo n­ 
arch y o f Ch arles I. th e English celebratio n 
o f 
Ch ristmas went fro m o ne ex treme to th e o th er. 
Bv act o f Parliament, all Ch ristmas festiv ities 
were banned. Th e Pu ritans ev en went so far 
as to pro h ibit religio us serv ices 
o n Dec. 25 . It 
was a so lemn fast day , lacking any sense o f 
jo y . To celebrate was deemed ev il becau se 
festiv ities o f th e times were regarded as a relic 
o f h eath en times. Go ne was the liberality o f 
th e early ch u rch due in part to th e ex cesses 
and in part to Pu ritan sternness. 


THE PURITAN VERSION o f Ch ristmas lasted 
o nly a sh o rt time and wh en Ch arles II ascended 
th e th ro ne o f England in 1660, Ch ristmas again 
became a jo y o us h o liday th o ugh mo re su bdu ed 
th an in earlier times. 
So as present resentment o v er co mmercial­ 
ism spreads and gift ex ch anging beco mes mo re 
o f a bo reso me du ty th an an ex pressio n o f sin­ 
cere gratitu de, it’s po ssible th at reactio n again 
will set in as in Mediev al day s and it is h o ped 
th at th e ex tremeism o f th at day will no t be 
repeated 
Th ere is a gro wing co nscio usness to day o f 
m an’s o rigin and an increasing co ncern abo u t 
religio n. Th o ugh so me th eo lo gians are raising 
th e questio n o f wh eth er o r no t Go d 
is liv ing, 
th ere is a great co nscio usness o f a div ine spirit 
in o u r liv es. Perh aps th e retu rn o f th e tru e spirit

Fveiy year preparations for Christm as start 
earlier and earlier. This year is no exception 
Cong before autum n leaves had begun to fall, 
p rep aratio n ' for this Yuletide were underway. 
Halloween and Thanksgiving were pushed into 
C hristm as trim m ings early in October. 
Not m any years ago citizens of this great 
country were outraged by a presidential proc­ 
lamation advancing the Thanksgiving Day ob­ 
servance one week and President Franklin TV 
Roosevelt, admitting his “ first m istake of the 
New Deal.” returned the date to the last Thurs 
dav of November. 


In sharp contrast to that furor of 27 years 
ago. this year President Johnson’s Thanksgiving 
proclamation received scant attention as people 
already were deeply engrossed in C h ristm a' 
preparations 


BACK IN 
1939 this country was em erging 
from the (h e a t Depression and Thanksgiving 
day was advanced in hopes that an extra week 
of Christm as shopping would speed the country’s 
economic recovery. 
This y ear this nation »' 
experiencing its greatest prosperity 
and 
tlw 
earlv shopping promotions emphasized early 
m ailing that our servicem en in Vietnam and 
other U.S. outposts around the world would be 
rem em bered 
on 
Christm as 
day. 


The great outpouring of gift3 ta our service­ 
men and women is a fine tribute to our gen- 
e ro 'itv and concern for those who are s e rv ­ 
ing our country. It’s the duty of exchanging 
gifts here at home that has become onerous, 
defeating the prime objective of the m essage 
of peace and good will. 


In a competitive civilization it’s understand­ 
able that survival is the watchword of m e r­ 
chants as well as all business and industry. 
The storekeeper m ust take everv opportunity 
to increase sales especially in periods of in­ 
flation 
However, the fetish of comm ercialism 


has m ade m any clergymen and other church 
leaders mourn loss of the spiritual significance 
of Christmas. 


Increasing num bers of others also resent the 
trend to earlier and ever earlier Christmas 
preparations. 
It s a resentm ent that is epi- 
tomed in a recent column bv Hal Boyle. Asso­ 
ciated Press w riter who quoted a New York 
taxi driver as commenting; “ The trouble with 
C hristmas any more is that by tho time it 
gets here it’s stale already ” 


IN THE LIGHT of its pagan heritage, it’s 


not surprising that Christmas celebration' have 
become what thev a r e. It was Hie Church at 
Rome itself that admitted to the celebration 
vast and varied assortm ent of practices enjoyed 
by heathen peoples. 


Christmas didn t figure at all in the early 
church festivals. When the new religion was 
taking form little importance was attached to 
the day of Christ’s birth and nothing in the 
Gospels gives any clue to the day or even 
the year of the nativity. 


Theologian' in the second century A D 
de­ 
voted much effort toward determining the birth­ 
day of Jesus but their calculations wore as 
far spread as May 20. 
April 
19 
March 28 
and several other dates. 


Finally in 440 A D. after Christians in West­ 
ern Europe had been celebrating Dec. 25 as 
the birth of Christ for nearly a century, the 
date was m ade official by the Church. 
The season chosen for C hristmas coincided 
with ancient pagan celebrations that date back 
far beyond Christianity itself. Dec. 25 was the 
date of the winter solstice on The Julian cal­ 
endar and was celebrated with feasting tor the 
ending of long winter nights and promise of 
longer days. Thoughts turned joyfully to the 
eoming of spring and the rebirth of life in 
nature 
The symbolism also seemed appropri­ 
ate to the church leaders as representing birth 
of the savior of the world. When the change

E arly Teutonic tribesmen gathered at a 


sacred oak in the European forests to pay hom ­ 


age to their god Odin. Other pagan peoples w or­ 


shipped the evergreens because the greenery 
in the m id't of snow and ice was a symbol of 


life to them. 
The yule log comes from the pagan p ra c ­ 
tice of building great b o n fire s “ to awaken 
the sun in w in te r ” This was known as the 
sun feast oi 
‘Yuel” which later becam e our 


vule. 
In Medieval times Christmas celebrations got 
out of hand and turned into roistering revels 
that equalled or surpassed (he excesses of a 
Roman Saturnalia. 
Our word w assail comes 
from this period when wassailing—m eaning to 
c a ro u se —becam e the m ajor part of the Christ­ 
mas celebration in England 
The holiday eventually became 
little m ore 
than the old 
pagan midwinter festival with 
no inkling oi the religious significance. 
By the middle of the 17th century when the 
Puritan Oliver Cromwell overthrew the m on­ 
archy of Charles I, the English celebration of 
Christmas went from one extrem e to th? other. 
Bv aet of Parliam ent, all Christmas festivities 
were banned 
The Puritans even went so far 
as to prohibit religious services on Dee. 25 It 
was a solemn fast day. lacking any sense of 
joy. To celebrate was deemed evil because 
festivities of the times were regarded as a relic 
of heathen times 
Gore was the liberality of 
the early church due in pact to the excesses 
and in part to Puritan sternness. 


THE PURITAN VERSION of C hristm as lasted 
only a short tim e and when Charles II ascended 
the throne of England in 1660. C h ristm as again 
became a joyou' holiday though m ore subdued 
than in earlier times 
So as present resentm ent over com m ercial­ 
ism spreads and gift exchanging becom es m ore 
of a boresome duty than an expression of sin­ 
cere gratitude, it’s possible that reaction again 
will set in as in Medieval davs and it is hoped 
that the extrem eism of (ha* dav will not he 


repeated 
There is a growing consciousness today of 
m an ’s origin and an increaring concern about 
religion. Though som° theologians are raising 
the que'Hon 
whether or not God is living, 
there is a great consciousness of a divine spirit 
in our lives Pei hap ' the return of the true soirit 
of Christmas i' much nearer than we are aw are

He interrupted the wandering thoughts as the long, thin
